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1. FOLLOWING ARE HIGHLIGHTS FROM MAVROS AND GUNES 
GENEVA NEW CONFERENCES NIGHT OF JULY 30 FOLLOWING 
SIGNING OF CYPRUS AGREEMENT (CONFERENCES TOOK PLACE 
CONSECUTIVELY IN SAME BRIEFING ROOM); 

2. ON POSSIBLE FEDERAL ARRANGEMENT FOR CYPRUS; 

MAVROS TOLD QUESTIONER GREECE HAS NOT ACCEPTED 
PRINCIPLE OF FEDERALISM. FUTURE OF CYPRUS MUST BE 
DECIDED BY CYPRIOT PEOPLE AND IT IS NOT FOR 3 
CO-GUARANTORS TO TRY TO LAY DOWN STATUTES TO GOVERN 
CYPRIOTS. GUNES, ASKED IF CYPRUS NOW NEARER FEDERAL 
SOLUTION, SAID THIS QUESTION NOT YET REACHED, BUT IT 

IS TURKISH THESIS THAT FEDERALISM WOULD BE MOST 
SUITABLE AND PROFITABLE SOLUTION FOR TURKISH-CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITY AND INDEED FOR BOTH COMMUNITIES. 

3. ON FUTURE GREEK-TURKISH RELATIONS: BOTH 
STRESSED AGREEMENT MARKS NOTABLE IMPROVEMENT 
IN RELATIONS AND EACH HAD KIND PERSONAL REMARKS 
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MIT MIGHT BE USEFUL IN "NOT TOO DISTANT FUTURE". 

GUNES, ASKED ABOUT CONTINENTAL SHELF CONTROVERSY, 
WHILE GOING INTO LITTLE DETAIL AND REMARKING "WE 
WILL NEVER BE SHORT OF PROBLEMS", EXPRESSED HOPE 
CONTINENTAL SHELF AND OTHER PROBLEMS WILL BE 
WORKED OUT IN REASONABLE SPIRIT. 

4. ON FULFILMENT OF NATIONAL EXPECTATIONS BY 
GENEVA AGREEMENT: ASKED IF MINIMUM TURKISH 
REQUIREMENTS BEEN MET, GUNES SAID ONLY "YES". 

ASKED IF GREECE GOT ALL IT WANTED (PRESUMBABLY IN 
TERMS OF TROOP WITHDRAWAL), MAVROS POINTED TO 
AGREEMENT RES 353 WOULD BE IMPLEMENTED IN SHORTEST 
POSSIBLE TIME. SAID IT WAS DIFFICULT TO SET 
TIMETABLE FOR IMPLEMENTATION. IN REPLY TO ANOTHER 
QUESTION, PREDICTED DEMOBILIZATION ON BOTH SIDES 
WOULD TAKE PLACE "GRADUALLY". 

5. ON FUTURE OF MAKARIOS: GUNES SAID HE NOW HAS 
"NO EFFECTIVE POWER". NOT FOR TURKEY TO TRY 
PREDICT HIS FUTURE. MAVROS SAID THAT, FAR AS GREECE 
CONCERNED, MAKARIOS STILL LEGITIMATE PRESIDENT OF 
CYPRUS BUT GREECE CANNOT SETTLE HIS FUTURE, WHICH UP 
TO CYPRIOTS. TO ANOTHER QUESTION, MAVROS PREDICTED 
CT F, RIDES AND DENKTASH WOULD REPRESENT 
RESPECTIVE COMMUNITIES AT SECOND PHASE. ASKED 
WHAT WOULD HAPPEN IF MAKARIOS "INSISTED" ON TURNING 
UP FOR SECOND PHASE, MAVROS SAID MAKARIOS IN LONDON 
FOR FEW DAYS, AND MAVROS HAD SPOKEN WITH HIM BY 
TELEPHONE AFTERNOON OF JULY 30. SAID ARCHBISHOP 
HAD NO INTENTION COMING TO GENEVA, WILL MAKE "NO 
PROBLEMS". 

6. ON GREEK MEMBERSHIP IN COUCIL OF EUROPE: MAV- 
ROS SAID NO REASON GREECE CANNOT NOW REJOIN, AND HE 
STARTING THIS PROCEDURE. GREECE WILL ADHERE ONCE 
AGAIN TO ROME CONVENTION ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND WILL 
ALSO IMPLEMENT UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HR. MAVROS 
HIMSELF BEEN "VICTIM OF IGNORANCE OF HR" AND CAME 

TO GENEVA "FROM JAIL AND EXILE", AND WANTS NO FURTHER 
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
